The German armies are fighting themselves to ex­ 
haustion in fruitless attacks against the British, and the 
chances of breaking through are becoming more remote 
daily. 


All day Sunday the G o m an s battered in vain against the British lines, 
and when darkness compelled a halt the lines were just where they had 
stood in the morning exeeot at one point m Belgium. 
As a result of heavy German pressure at. Neuve Eglise the British gave 
up the village for the second time. This w ithdrawal, however, was w ith ­ 
out any m ilitary importance, and num erou« villages on the Flanders front 
.have changed hands time after 
tim esim e this titanic 
struggle began last

The Germans tried vainly to fore* their w ay into Qailleul, a etragetlc
